Note: In the more important Sheraton furniture made in America, c. 1800-10, the 
development of fine cabinetmaking to its highest skill was combined with the use of in- 
creasingly complex forms to meet the requirements of a wealthy merchant class. Furniture 
of this type was made for a short period in Philadelphia, New York and New England, and 
is generally attended by the ‘Gothic’ details which were fashionable at the time. 

The clever and unusual arrangement of the secret compartments in this piece pre- 
sents two possibilities: either its plan was conceived and carried out especially to house the 
two ample inner compartments; or they were the result of an ingenious use of the extra 
space afforded by the lavish design.
